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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because the lines and numerical designations of figures 1-12 are not of a 
consistent height and thickness. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a 
competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for 
corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-54 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 ,38,50, and 54 recite a filter screen set disposed within the housing and 
formed of at least two screen filters that are freely rotatable about the discharge conduit. 
Kossik et al(6336561) discloses a housing having an inlet port for an influent stream, a 
waste port for discharging waste, and an output port for discharging a processed clean 
effluent stream, a discharge conduit coupled to the outlet port, a spin filter assembly 
disposed within the housing and including a single filter that is rotatable about the 
discharge conduit and freely moveable along the discharge conduit, the filter coupled to 
a magnetic shaft, wherein the magnetic shaft includes magnets(43) which are 
magnetically coupled to magnets(23). Kossik et al fails to disclose a filter screen set 
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disposed within the housing and formed of at least two screen filters that are freely 
rotatable about the discharge conduit. Kossik only discloses a single porous plastic 
fabric, plastic mesh, or other porous membrane. It would not have been obvious to 
someone of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide a filter screen 
set disposed within the housing and formed of at least two screen filters that are freely 
rotatable about the discharge conduit because Kossik et al does not suggest such a 
modification. Claims 2-37 depend on claim 1 and hence are also allowed. Claims 39- 
49 depend on claim 38 and hence are also allowed. Claims 51-53 depend on claim 50 
and hence are also allowed.
